well  as  clarification  of  what  was  meant  by 
"programmatic"  reports.  An  official  response 
from  the  state  board  is  forthcoming. 

Superintendent  John  Maloney  explained  that 
when  a definition  of  "statistical  and  program- 
matic reports”  were  handed  down,  the  School 
Committee  would  be  better  able  to  determine  if 
it  could  reasonably  comply  with  the  requests. 
"The  state  has  consistently  added  on  restric- 
tions." Maloney  said  in  what  he  feels  to  be  an 
effort  to  take  control  away  from  local  school 
systems. 

Maloney  also  complained  that  the  accompany- 
ing increase  in  paperwork  is  another  way  to 
restrict  local  control.  "What  used  to  be  a two  or 
three  page  proposal  is  now  30  pages,  what  used 
to  be  a simple  budget  is  now  line  by  line 
requiring  back-up  data  sheets,"  he  said.  "It’s 
almost  as  if  you're  running  a segregated  school 
system."  he  added. 

Assistant  Director  of  Metco.  Inc.,  Stephen 
Shaw  , said  this  week  that  Metco  supports  the 
continuation  of  Cohasset’s  program,  which 
Metco  finds  excellent.  “It  is  a matter  of 
disagreement  about  procedure,  paperwork  and 
reports."  he  said. 

"1  think  there  needs  to  be  a measure  of 


accountability  that  all  parties  agree  with.  We’re 
spending  public  money  and  we  have  said  that  he 
sympathized  with  the  fear  of  an  inundation  of 
paperwork  and  added,  "I  think  they’ll  come  to 
some  agreement.” 

Doreen  Wilkinson  of  the  state  Board  of 
Education  said  that  the  administrative  require- 
ments. which  are  a part  of  the  proposal,  "have 
nothing  to  do  with  what  goes  on  in  Cohasset  or 
its  curriculum."  She  was  concerned  that  unless 
the  revised  signature  sheet  is  received  by  the 
Department  that  she  would  be  unable  to  request 
those  reports  for  the  upcoming  school  year  and 
that  the  program  wouldn't  be  accepted.  She 
admitted  that  the  request  was  administrative 
and  not  statutory,  but  that  community  coopera- 
tion was  necessary  for  management  of  the  seven 
million  dollar  Metco  program. 

The  amount  of  state  funding  requested  by 
Cohasset  for  its  48  Metco  students  is  $67,776, 
plus  all  costs  for  transportation  and  Metco.  Inc. 
expenses. 

School  Committee  member  Patricia  Walsh 
noted  that  several  South  Shore  communities 
aren't  happy  with  the  requirements  requested 
by  Metco.  "Cohasset.  Hingham  and  Rockland 
are  bothered  by  the  whole  thing,"  she  said.
